I  present  the  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  1947. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the  death  during  the  year 
of  Mr.  Samuel  Carruthers,  who  had  served  as  a  representative  of  the 
Trustees  and  Governors  on  the  Joint  Board  since  its  inception  in 
1921.  The  Trustees  and  Governors  decided  not  to  fill  the  vacancy 
thus  created  in  their  representation  and,  as  a  result,  Alderman  J.  W. 
Foster,  O.B.E.,  relinquished  his  membership  of  the  Board  as  a 
representative  of  the  County  Council  in  July.  This  was  the  only 
change  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  during  the  year. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  medical  staffing  of  the 
Hospital.  The  Joint  Board  gave  consideration  to  an  application 
from  Mr.  Hedley  Whyte,  Consulting  Surgeon,  for  an  increase  of 
salary,  and  recommended  the  County  Council  to  approve  an  increase 
from  £250  to  £350  per  annum,  plus  £50  per  annum  for  travelling 
expenses  and  clerical  assistance,  with  effect  as  from  1st  January, 
1947.  The  Board’s  recommendation  was  adopted  by  the  County 
Council.  Hr.  Ewen  was  also  granted  an  increase  of  £2  2s.  Od.  per 
week  in  his  salary  as  Anaesthetist,  to  become  effective  from  1st 
January,  1948. 

The  Board  was  informed  in  a  letter  dated  9th  May,  1947,  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  that  it  had  been  decided  formally  to  withdraw 
the  Hospital  from  the  Emergency  Hospital  Services  Scheme  as 
from  15th  May,  1947.  The  Minister  in  his  letter  expressed  his 
appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and  assistance  which  had  been 
afforded  by  the  Board. 

It  was  found  possible,  on  1st  October,  1947,  to  re-open  the 
maternity  wards  of  the  Hospital  which,  it  will  be  remembered,  had 
to  be  closed  in  1946  owing  to  shortage  of  staff. 

In  consequence  of  the  passing  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  1946,  the  Minister  of  Health  notified  the  Joint  Board  that  on  the 
information  before  him  he  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  Hospital  was 
transferable  to  him  under  the  terms  laid  down  in  Section  6  (1)  of  the 
Act  on  the  appointed  day,  viz.,  5th  July,  1948.  The  Minister  stated 
that  he  had  so  advised  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  Regional  Hospital 
Board  which,  after  the  appointed  day,  would  be  responsible  to  him 
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for  the  administration  of  all  hospitals  taken  over  by  him  in  the  area, 
except  those  recognised  as  teaching  hospitals.  Although  the  Joint 
Board  were  permitted  to  make  representations  to  the  Minister  of 
Health  on  the  matter  they  decided  to  take  no  action  thereon. 

In  view  of  the  passing  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the 
Joint  Board  received  notification  of  the  disbandment  of  the  North- 
Eastern  Regional  Hospitals  Advisory  Council,  on  which  the  Board 
was  represented  by  the  Chairman,  and  this  took  effect  on  31st 
October,  1947. 

The  question  of  installing  a  public  supply  of  electricity  at  the 
Hospital  received  further  consideration  by  the  Board,  who  asked  the 
County  Health  Committee  to  accept  responsibility  for  the  necessary 
work  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £940.  The  Health  Committee  was, 
however,  unable  to  accept  the  proposal  and  the  matter  has  been 
referred  to  the  Trustees  and  Governors  for  their  consideration. 

The  fire  and  other  insurance  policies  in  respect  of  the  Hospital’s 
equipment  were  reviewed  during  the  year,  and  opportunity  was 
taken  to  provide  appropriate  extensions  in  the  existing  cover, 
including  an  increase  from  £500  to  £2,000  in  respect  of  the  insurance 
of  the  boilers.  A  fire-alarm  system  was  installed  at  the  Hospital, 
and  the  work  of  cleaning  the  batteries  and  renewing  the  subway 
mains  of  the  electrical  installation  was  also  undertaken. 

Several  recommendations  promulgated  throughout  the  year  by 
the  Nurses  and  Midwives  Salaries  Committee  were  adopted  by  the< 
Board  in  respect  of  the  nursing  staff  of  the  Hospital,  and,  with  the 
view  of  improving  the  staff’s  recreational  facilities,  arrangements 
were  made  for  re-surfacing  the  tennis  court  and  renewing  the  wire 
netting  surrounds. 

Arrangements  have  been  put  in  hand  to  prepare  details  of  the 
service,  etc.,  of  the  Hospital  staff,  required  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
under  the  National  Health  Service  (Superannuation)  Regulations 
1947.  The  purpose  of  the  Regulations,  made  under  Section  67  (1) 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  is  to  establish  a  contribu¬ 
tory  superannuation  scheme  to  be  administered  centrally  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  which  will  embrace  officers  employed  by  Regional 
Hospital  Boards  and  Boards  of  Governors  of  Teaching  Hospitals 
after  the  appointed  day,  i.e.,  5th  July,  1948. 

Various  circulars  setting  out  conditions  of  service  and  inter¬ 
pretations  and  elaborations  of  certain  decisions  with  regard  to  the 
non-nursing  staff  employed  at  the  Hospital  were  received  from  the 
National  Joint  Council  for  staff  of  Hospitals  and  Allied  Institutions, 
and  were  adopted  by  the  Joint  Board. 


The  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  for  the  admission  of 
patients  requiring  treatment  for  surgical  tuberculosis  has  been 
renewed  until  15th  July,  1948. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year 
was  302,  which  is  92  cases  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  Of  these, 
271  were  admitted  to  the  surgical  wards  and  31  to  the  maternity 
wards,  the  comparable  figures  for  1946  being  323  and  71,  respectively. 
The  average  stay  per  patient  in  the  surgical  wards  was  10.9  days, 
and  in  the  maternity  wards  12  days,  compared  with  9.42  days  and 
12.9  days,  respectively,  during  1946. 

The  number  of  operations  performed  at  the  Hospital  during  the 
year  was  412,  which  is  a  decrease  of  30  cases  compared  with  the 
figure  for  the  previous  twelve  months. 

In  the  maternity  wards  28  babies  were  born  to  28  mothers. 
During  1946  there  were  71  births. 

There  were  six  deaths  during  1947,  which  represents  a  death 
rate  of  2%  of  the  admissions,  compared  with  a  rate  of  1.015%  during 
the  preceding  year. 

The  surgical  out-patient  department  attendances  shew  an 
increase,  the  number  being  946  compared  with  853  for  1946.  The 
number  of  re- attendances  was  826.  The  out-patient  attendances 
in  the  maternity  department  were  107  and  the  re-attendances  60, 
while  those  registered  in  the  gynaecological  department  were  123 
and  64,  respectively.  The  total  out-patient  attendances  at  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  therefore  numbered  2,126,  as  compared 
with  1,816  for  last  year. 

The  work  of  the  X-ray  department  has  been  continued  through¬ 
out  the  year,  the  number  of  radiographs  taken  being  408  for  279 
patients  :  the  figures  for  1946  were  289  for  201  patients.  122 
electrical  treatments  were  undertaken  in  the  physio-therapy 
department. 

The  Special  Appeals  Committee  and  the  Hospital  Auxiliary 
Committee  have  continued  the  good  work  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital 
during  the  year,  having  raised  the  sums  of  £239  0s.  lid.  and 
£1,072  17s.  8d.,  respectively.  These  annual  contributions  to  the 
funds  of  the  Hospital  are  very  much  appreciated  and  our  grateful 
thanks  are  due  to  the  many  workmen  and  employees  of  the  firms 
and  organisations  in  the  Hospital’s  area,  who  have  so  regularly 
supported  the  work  of  the  Hospital  in  this  practical  way. 
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The  Linen  League  has  continued  its  good  work  on  behalf  of 
those  patients  who  received  treatment  during  the  year,  and  I  take 
this  opportunity  of  expressing  the  Board’s  appreciation  of  their 
valuable  services.  The  need  for  the  services  of  the  League  after 
the  Hospital  has  been  transferred  to  the  Newcastle-upon-Tyne 
Regional  Hospital  Board  will  still  exist. 

Appended  are  the  reports  of  the  Consulting  Surgeon,  the 
Consulting  Obstetrician  and  Gynaecologist,  the  Anaesthetist, 
Matron,  and  the  Honorary  Treasurer’s  financial  statement. 

Finally,  I  have  pleasure  in  expressing  my  own  personal  thanks 
to  the  members  and  officials  of  the  Joint  Board  for  their  assistance 
and  co-operation,  not  only  during  the  past  year,  but  so  consistently 
over  the  period  of  the  Board’s  administration.
